Vancouver, Dee. (J.— Burglars have 
held high carnival in Vancouver for the 
past few days, culminating in a bold at- 
tempt to rob the Bank of British North 
America, One account given is that the 
cracksmen actually entered the bank 
through a window and were chased out 
again by Mr. Salisbury, who was sleep- 
ing on guard in it. Another account is 
that Mr. Salisbury heard the opening of 
the window and when the burglar was 
half through put a revolver to his head; 
that a policeman saw the robbers run- 
ning and gave chase but without catch- 
ing them. It is said there was .$100,000 
in the vault at the time of the attempt. 
Many other attempts have been made to 
break into stores and houses. It is dif- 
ficult to secure details from the police, 
but it is known that the crooks secured a 
haul of gold and silver watches at 
Frank's second-hand store. The fact that 
the robberies have bee committed since 
the arrival of the Dirigo and that it is 
reported that members of the Soapy 
Smith gang arrived on her, leads to tho 
theory that the professional cracksmen 
who are making Vancouver people nerv- 
ous by their reported burglaries, are a 
remnant of the Soapy Smith gang.

Legislature lo Consist of Two 
Houses and Elections to Bo 
Held Biennially. 



By Associated Press. 

Washington, Dec C— The President 
to-day transmitted to congress the re- 
port of the Hawaiian commission, to- 
gether with the text of bills drawn Cor 
tlie government of the islands as a por- 
tion of the United States. Three bills 
an; formulated for the consideration of 
congress. The first and principal one 
outlines a general plan for tlie govern- 
ment, and the other two deal with sub- 
ordinate questions. The main bill pro- 
vides for the transformation of the is- 
lands into a territory of the United 
States, to be styled the territory of 
Hawaii. 

Tlie bill contains provisions for the 
government of the territory, giving exe- 
cutive, legislative and judicial otlicers. 
A governor, secretary of territory, a 
United States district judge, a United 
States district attorney and a United 
States district marshal are to be ap- 
pointed by thi' President, and an inter- 
nal revenue district, and a customs dis- 
trict are created. 

The officers of tho territory under the 
new regime are an attorney-general, a 
superintendent of public works, a. super- 
intendent of public instruction, an audi- 
tor and a deputy auditor, a surveyor and 
a chief sheriff, lo be appointed by the 
governor. 

Probably the most important portion 
of tlie bill is section 4, defining citizen- 
ship, which provides that, "all white per- 
sons, including Portuguese, and persons 
of African descent, and all persons de- 
scended from the Hawaiian on either 
tlie paternal or maternal side, who were 
c itizens of the republic of Hawaii imme- 
diately prior to the transfer of the 
sovereignty thereof to the United States, 
are hereby declared to lie citizens of the 
United States." 

Provision is made for a legislature, to 
consist of two houses— a senate, to con- 
sist of 15 members: and a house of rep- 
resentatives, consisting of 30 members. 
The members are to be elected at a gen- 
eral election to be held in November. 
ISO!), and biennially thereafter. The 
Supreme court is to bo the sole judge of 
the legality of election to a seat in either 
house in case of a contest. 

The sessions of tlie legislature- are- 
limited to l!0 days in duration, and each 
member is allowed $400 as salary and 
10 cents a mile travelling expenses-

THE MOW POSSESSIONS. 

"I do not discuss ill this time the gov- 
ernment or the future of the new pos- 
sessions which will come to \is ;is the 
result. 6E the war with .Spain. Such a 
discussion will he appropriate after the 
tpeaty of peace shall be ratified. In the 
meantime and tinli! congress has legis- 
lated otherwise, it, will he my duty to 
continue the military government which 
has existed since our occupation and give 
its people security in life and property 
and encouragement under n just and 
beneficent rule. 

"As soon as we are in possession of 
Cuba and have pacified the island, it 
will be necessary to give aid and direc- 
tion to litis people to form a government 
for themselves. This should he under-, 
taken tit the earliest moment consistent 
with safety and assured .success. It is 
important that our relations with these 
people shall be of the most friendly char- 
acter and our commercial relations close 
■and reciprocal. It should be our duty 
to assist in every proper way to build 
up the waste plaecs of the island, en- 
courage the industry of the people and 
assist them to form a government which 
shall be tree and independent, thus re- 
alizing the best aspirations of the Cu r 
ban people. 

".Spanish rule must he replaced by a 
just, benevolent and humane government 
created by the people of Cuba, capable 
of performing all international obliga- 
tions, and which shall encourage thrift, 
industry and prosperity ami promote) 
peace and good will among nil of the 
inhabitants, whatever may have been 
their relations in the past. Neither re- 
venge nor passion should have n place 
in the new government. Until there is 
complete tranquility on the island and a 
stable government inaugurated, military 
occupation will be continued." 

NlOARAGUAN CANAL.. 

"The Nicaraguau canal commission, 
under the chairmanship of Hear Admiral 
John G. Walker, appointed July -4, 
1897, has nearly completed its labors, and 
the result of its exhaustive inquiry into 
the proper route, the feasibility and the 
•cost of construction of an inter-oceanic 
canal by a Nicaragaan route will be laid 
'before yon. * * * It appears that the 
government of Nicaragua, as one of its 
"Inst sovereign acts before merging its 
powers in those of the newly formed 
United States of Central America, has 
:granted an optional concession to anoth- 
er association, to become effective on the 
expiration of the present grant. It does 
not appear that surveys have been made 
•or what route is proposed under this con- [ 
t'mgent, so that an examination of the 
feasibility of its plans is necessarily not 
■ embraced in the report of the canal com- 
mission. All these circumstances sug- 
gest the urgency of some definite action 
by the congress at this session, if the! 
labors of the past are to be utilized and 
the linking or the Atlantic and Pacific 
-oceans by a practical waterway is to be! 
realized. That the construction of such 
a maritime highway is now more than j 
ever indispensable to that intimate and i 
ready inter-communication between our I 
• eastern and western seaboards demanded 
by the annexation of the Hawaiian is-! 
lands and the prospective expansion of 
our influence and commerce to the Pa- \ 
eific, and that our national policy now • 
more imperatively than ever calls for its, 
•control by this government, are proposi- 
tions which I doubt not the congress will • 
•duly appreciate and wisely act upon.*' 
GREAT BRITAIN AND CANADA. | 

"Our relations with Great Britain have 
"continued on the most friendly footing. 
Assenting to our request, the protecting 
of Americans and their interest in Span- 1 
ish jurisdiction was assured by the diplo- 
matic and consular representatives of 
Great Britain, who fulfilled their deli- 
cate and arduous trust, with tact and 
y.eal, eliciting high commendation. I may ] 
■be allowed to make fitting allusion to the 
instance of Mr. Ramsdcu, Her Majesty's 
•counsel at Santiago do Cuba, 
whose untimely death after distinguished 
service and untiring efforts during the ' 
siege of that city was sincerely lament- 

•ed. 

"It will give me special satisfaction if 
"I shall be authorized to communicate to j

is the earnest wish of this government to \ 
remove all sources of discord and irri- 1 
tation In relation with the neighboring! 
■dominion. The trade between the two j 
countries is constanly increasing, and it | 
is important to both countries that till I 
reasonable facilities should be granted , 
lor its development." 

RUSSIAN SEALING SEIZURES. | 

"The claims of owners of American ' 
sailing vessels for seizure by Russian 
cruisers in Kehring sea are being pressed 
(or settlement The equities of the cases 
justify the expectation that a measure of 
reparation would eventually be accorded; 
in harmony with precedent and in the 1 
light of the provision of the acts. The 
recommendation made in my message of, 
April 127 last, is renewed, that appropria- 
tion ho made to reimburse the master J 
•and owner of the Russian bark Hans 
for wrongful arrest of the master and j 
■detention of the vessel in February, | 
18!h;, by officers of the United Stales dis- 
trict, court: for the southern district of 
Mississippi. The papers accompanying 
my message make out a most meritorious 
claim and justify the urgency with 
which it has been presented by the gov- 
ernment or Russia." 

N A TIONA L Fl NANCES. 

"The secretary of the treasury reports 
■that the receipts of the government from 
all .sources during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1898, including $84,751,223' re- 
ceived from sale of Pacific railroad, 
amounted to $405,321,335, and its ex- 
penditures to $443,308,582. There was 
obtained from customs $149,575,002, and 
from infernal revenue $170,000,641. Our 



dutiable imports amounted to •*'j21,735,- 
471), a decrease of $58,150,000 over the 
preceding year, and importations free of 
duty amounted to $201,414,175, a de- 
crease from the preceding year of $90,'- 
524,008. Internal revenue receipts ex- 
ceeded those of the preceding year by 
$24,212,008. 

"The total tax collected on distilled 
spirits was :?!)2,."i4(i,SK)P, on manufactur- 
ed tobacco $'!0,2o0,522, and on fermented 
liquors $.">0,515,421. We exported merch), 
disc during the year amounting to $1,-

"It is estimated upon the basis of pres- 
ent revenue laws the receipts of the gov- 
ernment for the year ending June 30, 
1899, will he $577,874.0117, and its ex- 
penditures $080,874,047, resulting in a 
deficiency of $112,000,000. 

"On the first of December, 1898, the 
amount of money of all kinds in circula- 
tion or not included in the treasury hold- 
ings was $1,830,810,504, an increase for 
the year of $Ui5,7!)-l.!)li(i. Estimating 
our population at 75,104,000 at the time 
mentioned, the per capita circulation was 
$25.00." 

STEAMSHIP SUBSIDIES. 

"The annexation of Hawaii ami the 
changed relations of the United States 
to Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
resulting front the war, compel the 
prompt, adoption of a maritime policy by 
frequent steamship communication, en- 
couraged by the United States, under 
the American Hag, with the newly ac- 
quired islands. Spain furnished to its 
j colonies, at an annual cost of about two 
1 million dollars, steamship line connec- 
tions with a portion of the world's mar- 
kets, as well as with trade centres of the 
home government. The United States 
will not undertake to do less. It is out 
duty to furnish the people of Hawaii 
with facilities under national control for 
their export, anil import trade. li will 
be conceded that the present situation 
calls foi\ legislation which shall be 
prompt, durable ami liberal. 

"The part which the American mer- 
chant vessels and their seamen per- 
formed in the war with Spain demon- 
strates that this service, furnishing both 
pickets and the second line of defence, 
is a national necessity, and should be 
encouraged in every constitutional way. 

" Details and methods for the accom- 
plishment id' this purpose are discussed 
in the report of the secretary of the 
treasury, to which the at lent ion of con- 
gress is respectfully invited." 

ARMY AND XAVY. 

"The importance of legislation for the 
permanent increase of the army is mani- 
fest, and the recommendations of the 
secretary of war for that purpose have 
my unqualified approval. There can be 
no question Unit at this time, and prob- 
ably for some time in the future, 100,000 
men will be none too many to meet the 
necessities of the situation. At all 
events, whether that number shall be 
required permanently or not, the power 
should he given to the President to en- 
list that force, if in his discretion it 
should be necessary, and the further dis- 
cretion should be given him to recruit 
within the above limit from the inhabit- 
ants of tint islands with the government 
of which he is charged. 

"Tin? following recommendations of 
the secretary of the navy relative ti> the 
increase of the navy have my earnest 
approval: 

"1. Three sea-going sheathed and cop- 
pered battleships of about 13,500 tons 
trial displacement, carrying the heaviest 
armor and most powerful ordnance lot- 
vessels of their class, and to have the 
highest practicable speed and great ra- 
dius of action. Estimated cost, exclu- 
sive of armor ami armament, $3,000,000 
each. - 

"2. Three sheatjied and coppered ar- 
mored cruisers of about 12.(10(1 tons trial 
displacement, carrying the heaviest ar- 
mor and most, powerful ordnance for 
vessels of their class, and to have the 
highest practicable speed and great 
radius id" action. Estimated cost, exclu- 
sive of armor and armament, $4,000,000 
each. 

" .'!. Three sheathed and coppered pro- 
tected cruisers of about 0,000 tons trial 
displacement, to have the highest practi- 
cable speed and great radius of action, 
and to carry the most powerful ordnance 
suitable fur vessels of their class. Esti- 
mated cost, exclusive of armor and ar- 
meut, $2,150,000 each. 

"4. Six sheathed and coppered cruisers 
of about 2,500 tons trial displacement, 
to have the highest speed compatible 
with good cruising qualities, great radius 
of action and to carry the most power- 
ful ordnance suited to vessels of their 
class. Estimated cost, exclusive of ar- 
mament, $1,141,800 each. 

" I join with the secretary of the navy 
in recommending that the grades of ad- 
miral and vi admiral be temporarily re- 
vived, to be tilled by officers who have 
especially distinguished themselves in the 
war with Spain." 

PENSION ROLLS. 

"There were on the pension rolls 
Juno 30. ISPS, !l!>:t.714 names, an in- 
crease of nearly 18,000 of the number 
on the roll on the same day of the pre- 
ceding year. The amount appropriated 
by the act of December 22. 1800, for the 
payment of pensions for the fiscal year 
1S0S. was $140,000,000. Eight million, 
seventy thousand eight, hundred and 
seventy two dollars and forty-six cents 
was appropriated by the act of March 
.'!!, 1898, to cover deficiencies in army 
pensions and repayments in the sum of 
$12,020.33, making a total of $148,082,- 
892.79 available for the payment of pen- 
sions during the fiscal year 1S0S. The 
amount disbursed from that sum was 
$144,051,870.80, leaving a balance of 
$3,341,012.09 unexpended on the 30th of 
June, 1898, which was converted into 
the treasury. There were IIS!) names 
added to the rolls during the year by 
special acts passed lit the second session 
of the fifty-fifth congress, making a total 
of 0,480 pensioners by congressional en- 
actments since 1801."

Paris, Dec. (!.— The Radical with some 
reservation makes the statement that 
as the result o some enquiries made by 
the court of cassation, it appears that 
the traitor who sold the documents con- 
taining the military secrets to a foreign 
power was Col. Henry, and not Drey- 
fus. 

The fad that Henry hod been living 
beyond his means attracted attention, 
and investigation as to the source of the 
money he was spending revealed part of 
the truth, confirming the stories about 
the relations between him and Ester- 
hazy. Henry, who was spending 30,000 
francs a year, while his salary was only 
10,(|0(l francs, received money from 
abroad through an intermediary, who 
proves to have been Estorhnzy. Henry 
seems to have made the Dreyfus dossier 
from till sorts of documents as soon as 
the leakage was discovered. Thus it 
came that Esterhazy wrote the border- 
eau at Henry's dictation. 



SAFETY FOR HER CABLES. 

French Government Taking Wise Pre- 
caution Off Newfoundland Const. 

St. John's, Nflfl.. Dec. 0.— The French 
cable repair ship Contre, Admiral Cou- 
bet, has been working on the Grand 
Banks for the hist two weeks in chang- 
ing the position of the French truns- 
Atlnntlc cables, thereby reducing .he 
liability of the (rabies to be destroyed by 
a foreign power in the event of hostili- 
ties.

Six Ships to Ply Between the Baltic and 
New York and Boston. 

Washington, Dec. .".—The department 
of state has in forma tion from the 
charge d'affaires ad interim tit St. Peters- 
burg (o the effect that the United Stales 
Steamship Company has purchased the 
Thingvilla Line in order to secure port 
facilities at New York, and will operate 
that line upon the route between the 
Russian Baltic ' ports, including, the 
ports of Finland, and New York nnd 
Boston. 

The ships of the Thingvilla lino are 
old. but it is the intention of the new 
owners to ren'nce them by six new ships, 
three of which they will themselves 
build or cause to be built, and they hope 
to find American capital to build the 
other three. 



BRITISH ARMY HOSPITALS. 

United States Commission Seek Pointers 
From That at Jamaica. 

Washington, Dec 5.— Col. R. M. 
Rfilly and Lieut. Weston will start in a 
day or two on the hospital steamer Bay 
State from New York for Kingston, 
Jamaica, to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the British method of caring for 
troops in tropical climates. 

The big hospital ship Missouri is now 
ready for sea. and Surgeon-GoMcrnl 
Sternberg has given orders fur her to 
proceed to Savannah to take on an addi- 
tional quantity or medical supplies and 
then go to Havana, where she will re- 
main as a floating hospital and depot 
supply ship. 



'YELLOW FEVER ON TRANSPORT. 

Five Cases Discovered, but No Indica- 
tion of Further Spread. 

New York. Dec. 5.— The United States 
transport Mississippi arrived to-day from 
Santiago de Cuba and San Juan de 
Porto Rico with 2'.', passengers. Tin' 
Mississippi, on her arrival tit San Juan 
from Santiago, reported that yellow 
fever existed on hoard, and five men 
suffering from it were lauded at San 
Juan. The Mississippi was not allowed 
to land any of her cargo at San Juan, 
and the cargo sent from New York for 
Porto Rico was brought buck to New 
York. Health Officer Doty has decided 
to hold the steamer for it thorough dis- 
infection and cleansing. No danger is 
apprehended, as there have been no new 
developments since leaving San Juan. 



TDK ANGRY ATLANTIC. 

Highest Waves in Twenty Years Do 
Fresh Damage at Portland — A 
Tow Lost. 

Portland. Dec. 5.— The steamer Kath- 
adin. from the great hikes for Boston, 
reports that, tit live o'clock Monday morn- 
ing :?0 miles off Capo Elizabeth she lost 
her tow Of three barges, the W. D. Beck- 
er, Thomas Parker, and W. Halverson. 
The revenue cutter Levi Woodbury litis 
gone in search of them. 

The waves ran the highest, at Port- 
land bead yesterday morning for 20 
years. They ripped the shingles from 
the roof of the fog station, and com- 
pletely Hooded the main house, doing 
damage to the furniture. The big fog 
bell, weighing fully five tons, was lifted 
from its support and carried over the 
cliff some 20 feet below. A number of 
instances of minor damage on the shore 
along the coast have been reported. 

Portland, Dec. 5.— Miss Edna MeCril- 
lis nnd J. P. Aringfon, sirposul to hive 
been among the steamer Portaer.d's vic- 
tims, have turned up alive and well. 
Frank Pratt, of Holhrook. Mass., and 
Will, D. Kidday, of Maiden, have also 
turned up all right. 

Fred A. Brown of this city was one 
of those who perished. His brother, 
Walter H. Brown, and Walter Corey 
went to Boston and identified the body 
which has arrived in the city. The 
bodies of John M. Johnson, second cook, 
nnd Miss Eva Tot ten were received to- 
day. Mr. Hooper's body arrived home 
to-night. 

Booth Bay. Me., Dec. 5.— The schoon- 
er Eva H. Martin, from Bar Harbor for 
Portland, dragged ashore last night at 
Sfauthport. She lies in a bad place but 
will probably float at high tide. The 
damage done is unknown. 

The schooner Edward Trevoy, Captain 
Phelan, of Gloucester, dragged into the 
schooner Maude Mullock, from Elmwood 
for New York. The Trevoy had part of 
her rail stove in. She pushed the Maude 
Mullock ashore on McKeown's Point 
with head gear gone and leaking, but 
will float at high tide. 

ANOTHER TOTAL LOSS. 

New York. Dee. 5 — The Nova Scotian 
schooner Walleda arrived to-day from 
Connives, nnd reports that during the 
height of the hurricane on November 
'JS, in latitude 30.22, longitude 7.:!. she 
sighted a dismantled schooner of about 
700 tons Hying .signals of distress. It 
was nearly dark at the time, and her 
crew could be seen on the decks, gesti- 
culating frantically for assistance. 

The Walleda bore down on the stran- 
ger and got close under her lei.' and 
hailed her. They shouted that, -he 
vessel was sinking, and asked to be 
taken off. Capt. Kemp told them thai 
his boats were stove in and useless. 
They said they would come to the Will: 
leda in their own boats. 

During this time the Walleda had laid 
to, but found that she was rapidly drift- 
ing to leeward, and went about on quar- 
ter tack, ami after several lacks man- 
aged lo cross the bow of the wreck, and 
again drifted down to the leCward posi- 
tion. The Walleda again bailed, but 
got no answer. 

Tn the meantime another ihrei-imisted 
schooner came tn her assistance and 
assumed a position to the windward of 
the wreck. Both of them stood by until 
daylight. 

When morning broke, the wreck was 
seen to be deserted and the boats gone. 
Is is supposed that the unfortunate men 
had attempted to launch their boat dur- 
ing the night, which capsized and ell 
hands were lost.

Spaniards Refused Shipping- Priv- 
ileges in Cuba as American Con- 
trol Only Temporary. 



By Associated Plress. 

Paris, Dec. 6.— The peace of Paris iw 
practically an accomplished tact. To- 
day's session disposed of the essential' 
features of the treaty, which are em- 
bodied in the following articles: 

1. The customary preface of treaties 
in the nature of an expression of amity 
and of hope for perpetual peace. 

2. The relinquishment by Spain of her 
sovereignty over Cuba. 

li. The withdrawal of the Spanish 
troops. 

-I. Relinquishment by Spain of sover- 
eignty over Porto Rico. 

5. Spain's cession of the Philippines. 

(i. The withdrawal of the Spanish 
troops then-. 

7. Payment by the United States of 
$21 l,l KM i,(ioo for Hie Philippines. 

8. Provision for I be "open door" 
commercial policy in the Philippines. 

The rough draft of the treaty, which 
may be considerably changed, covers 
these proposals. It makes a long docu- 
ment, which Senator Cushmiin Davis, 
of the United States peace commission, 
says will be found to be one of the most 
interesting papers of iis character ever 

written. So i pletely are the details- 

of the evacuation of the Philippines 
stipulated that a commission such ns ar- 
ranged for the Spanish withdrawal from 
the West Indies will be unnecessary. 

It is learned that there were differ- 
ences of opinion among the Americans 
on the shipping question, and numerous 
telegrams were exchanged with Wash- 
ington. Finally the American commis- 
sion was instructed to refuse, the prin- 
cipal reason being that Porto Rico is 
about to be declared within the coast 
line of the United States, while as re- 
gards Cuba, the authorities at Washing- 
ton would make no promises, as the 
American occupation there is not fixed, 
and the future Cuban government will 
make its own treaties. 

Exactly what Spain requested was 
thai her ships and products should be 
accorded the same privileges in Cuba 
ami Porto Rico for a period of ten 
years as bad been conceded to Spain in 
the Philippines. This request was .sup- 
ported by the precedents in the case of 
Louisiana and Florida, when the pro- 
ducts .-11111 ships ol" France and Spain 
were admitted to the ports of New Or- 
leans. Pensncola and St. Augustine for 
11! years, the same as those of the United 
Slates. 

In the ease of the purchase of Louisi- 
ana, the same privileges were extended 
to the products ami ships of Spain, be- 
cause she had ceded Louisiana to France 
three years previously.

London, Dec. 0.— The afternoon papers 
express satisfaction at President McKln- 
ley's message, with the exception of some 
allusion to the Nlcaraguan canal, which 
to the minds of the editors does not show 
sufficient apperclntlon of British treaty 
rights. 

The Pall Mull (Gazette says In language 
which leaves no room for doubt of its 
meaning that .the President foreshadows 
the Used determination of the government 
to stand by the policy of the "open door" 
in the East. "That declaration," It says, 
• brings the United States Into line with 
us if ever the time comes to speak with 
unity In the 'open door way.' " 

"Referring to the "open door," the Ga- 
zette remarks: "While fully admitting the 
validity of the President's claims for the 
complete protection of the commerce of 
the United Stales, wo may lie permitted 
to point out that British Interests lire no 
less entitled to 'Consideration, and the gov- 
ernment at 'Washington Is bound by de- 
liuite obligations. We are convinced, how- 
ever, that when It comes to this there will 
bo no disposition In the United States to 
question the position of the friendly equal- 
ity of the two countries In tills matter." 

The St. James Gazette says: "The mes- 
sage will be read with pleasure. The Presi- 
dent faces new Issues In a broad-minded 
way^ind BUggCBts a solution of their prob- 
lems on large, generous lines." 

The St. James' Gazette reads the Nlc- 
araguan canal and friendly relations with

"The President has summarized and 
solved in an able and felicitous manner 
many of the questions in men's minds. 
His simple proposition to let the new 
possessions alone under just and firm 
government by the military arm which 
conquered them, gives us time for plenty 
of discussion of till the propositions for 
their permanent government. The prob- 
lem of governing the Cubans, he deals 
willi fully, and every body will wisli that 
his forecast of stable government there 
be realized sooner thiui ever yet has hap- 
pened to a Spanish-American popula- 
tion." 

Representative Walker, chairman of 
the committee on banking and currency, 
said: "I am asked what 1 think of the

President's message. I do not see that 
it has any such features. It contains 
•only one recommendation as to the cur- 
rency, repeating the substance of a for- 
mer message to change the United States 
Jegal tender notes into gold certificates, 
which would have no effect on the bank- 
ing currency situation, but would add to 
the burden of taxation without) in any 
degree favorably affecting the banking 
situation." 

Mr. Grosvcnor of Ohio: "The message 
is not along the beaten path. It is writ- 
ten in a very attractive style. The con- 
tributions to history in the elaborate 
recitation of the events of the war are in 
good taste ami devoid of boasting or 
vanity. The message is able and em- 
inently satisfactory, and 1 believe will 
be generally endorsed at home and 
abroad." 

Representative Bland of Missouri: 
"The message so far as the currency 
question is concerned is very brief and 
contains nothing new and nothing be- 
yond former recommendations, I might 
remark that; on one of the great leading 
issues, which is and will be a paramount 
question, the free coinage of silver, the 
message is ominously silent, but no pro- 
position on (lie money question can be 
considered without at the same time con- 
sidering that question." 

Representative Curnmings (Democrat) 
of New York: "It is a clear concise 
statement of facts, without speculation, 
suggestion or recommendation. I have 



an idea that the real message will be sea? 
in hereafter." 
Mr. nichurdson (Democrat), Tennessee: 
"The President makes a most interesting 
and satisfactory review of the Spanish 
war, but it is disappointing that he fa 1- 
ed to tell us what we are to do with 
these new possessions."

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THE HOUSEHOLDER VOTE. 

What is the meaning of the expression 
"rent value." in the section providing 
ror >vhat is called the householder vote'.' 
The validity of many recent registrations 
turns ui>on the answer to tliis question. 
We do not suppose for it moutent thai 
the legislature in point of fact Intended 
that the section should permit a wife 
living with her husband, or daughters 
living at home and helping their mothers 
with the household work, to qualify 
under it. But it Is impossible to ascer- 
tain what was in the minds of the legis- 
lators. We can only look to the words 
employed in the statute for guidance. A 
person occupying part <>r a dwelling and 
yielding or paying rent value to the 
amount of $60 per annum therefor is en- 
titled to vote. 

II is evident at first reading thill ther 
will l>e a great diversity of opinion as 
lo what tlu'se words mean. It would 
not be easy to employ words of looser 
signification. Undoubtedly n person 
who occupies a room and pays $5 per 
month for a full year nouics within the 
scope of the section. 1 1 would seem to 
be equally clear that a person who gives 
what, may be regarded as the equivalent 
<»£ S5 per month for a full year is also 
entitled to vote. The question which 
arises is who shall determine what shall 
he considered as a yielding of rent value. 
It any person chooses to make the re- 
quired oath, the assessor has no option 
except to take the paper and enter the 
name. EIc is not directed to make any 
investigatlon, nor is ho authorized to 
refuse to register the name of an appli- 
cant. The act says that the list shall 
be corrected and revised and certified as 
correct by the mayor, but it docs not 
vest him with any authority to investi- 
gate the validity or claims to vide. He 
is not clothed with any judicial func- 
tions at all. How. then, can he pass 
upon an application? Ho is not author- 
ized to take evidence- Can he then go 
Itohiud the application tiled by the appli- 
cant? Presumably he could be re- 
strained by the court from ecrtjfying to 
a list improperly made up; but this 
would apply to the whole list, and would 
not appear to authorize him to certify 
to an amended list. The mayor has only 
such powers as the statute gives him, 
and he must execute them within the 
time and in the manner prescribed bj 
the statute. 

The way the matter seems to- stand 
the individual conscience of the person 
registering appears to he the only court 
to which there can he an appeal, unless 
the mayor is restrained from certifying 
to the list as a whole and thereby dis- 
qualifying those persons who are legally 
■entitled to he upon it. Unless the stat- 
ute gives him power to pass upon tin 
validity of claims, he could lie enjoined 
by the court from so doing. If it 1" 
said that, there can he no object in re- 
quiring him to correct, revise and certify 
the list, unless he has the right to exam- 
ine into the validity *oC each registration, 
the answer is that if the legislature 
chose to direct him to do so, there if 
nothing more to ho said about it. Tin 
propriety of limiting his power to an in- 
spection of the applications was for the 
legislature to decide, and the court can- 
not supplement the statutory provision 
by reading into the law powers which 
lite express language of the act does not 
convey or entry with it by necessary 
implientioii.

The output of 
the Klondike is likely to awaken anew 
the interest of tiie whole world. Atlin 
' will he the Moceu of thousands of pros- 
pectors, and ;i great number of othei 
localities through Itritish Columbia, the 
Yukon territory, Alaska and the state 
of Washington capitalists and prospect- 
ors will seek opportunities for invest- 
ment or discovery. 

We believe in the old doctrine of never 
prophesying unless yon know, and so 
will not vent tiro to foretell anything for 
1S90; hut unless till signs fail, it will 
ho a year of unprecedented activity, 
when the foundation of many a fortune 
will be laid, and the Pacific Northwest 
will receive an unprecedented impetus lo 
prosperity, 



A STUMBLING BLOCK 

TO ENTERPRISE. 

We reprint from the Kodtcnniaa a 
reference to the manner in which the 
Kootenay lake sawmill owners have 
1>ct ii treated by the government in re- 
gard to an application for some timber 
limits. The policy which the govern- 
ment lias seen tit to adopt is beyond 
reasonable explanation. The industries 
Of the country must stiind still because 
it suits the purposes of the temporary 
Incumbents of office to direct, that they 
shall dp so. If a company of people 
want to build a town, they cannot get 
the land on which to build it. If any 
one wants to soli lumber, he cannot got 
logs off crown land for that purpose, 
nor can he buy the lantl for the sake of 
the lumber that is on it. Mr. Scmlin 
snys that the government has decided 
"not to sell or dispose of any lands or 
timber." In whose interest has this 
decision been reached'.' What owner of 
timber lands has had BUflieicnl interest 
or Influence to be able to persuade the 
government that an order should he 
made that will prevent any one from 
competing with him in supplying timber 
lo customers'; Whal particular owner 
of real estate has been able lo persuade 
the government to come to a decision 
that will make bis property of special 
value for the time being'.' A decision 
not to sell or dispose of land or timber 
is explainable on the supposition that 
sonic favored friend, already in posses- 
sion of land or timber, is to be .lel'KJrl 
out during the brief period in which the 
present political combination will have 
charge of the public domain. Who are 
the favored people? Will some of the 
apologists of the government explain'.' 
The policy of closing the public domain 
In enterprise is suicidal. What British 
Columbia wants is people who will buy 
the crown lauds and make some use of 
them. 



TEXADA ISLAND. 

It was a happy thought <>n the part of 
the I']. & X. company to send the City 
of Nanaimo on an excursion to Texada 
Island. The result is that the attention 
of the public has been drawn to that 
very interesting locality as never before, 
at. least in several years. Texada is 
one of the richest areas in British Col- 
umbia. It has a present population of 
about 300; hut that this number will 
beftjicrcased four or live fold as soon as 
the various properties are fully worked 
is clear enough- Texadn will afford one 
of the most conspicuous examples of the 
milliner in which mining attracts and 
sustains population, and of the market 
which mining communities afford. It 
will he largely dependent upon outside 
sources for its supplies of all kinds, al- 
though we understand there is a consid- 
erable area admirably suited for sheep- 
rilisiug, which is a sure business there, 
because of the entire absence of any wild 
animals capable of doing sheep any dam- 
age. The people of Victoria will un- 
doubtedly reach out for a share of the 
business that will lie built up on the 
island. The only regular means of com- 
munication at present is from Vancou- 
ver, and this is not of a very satisfactory 
character, although it is quite us good, 
doubtless, as business heretofore has 
warranted. Witli the increasing im- 
portance of the island trade, n demand 
has arisen for better steamboat service, 
and there is a very general hope, in Vic- 
toria that the trip of tin? City of 
Nanaimo is to be taken as an evidence 
that the E. & N. company has its eye 
upon the transportation business.

CONCERNING COltON ERS. 

Admitting everything that can be al- 
leged as to the more frequent holding of 
inquests than might he absolutely neces- 
sary, the fact remains that it is better to 
have a few needless inquests than to 
have the coroners deterred from holding 
them when they are required in the pub- 
lie interest. The Times says there were 
eighty-four coroner's Inquests in the 
province last. year. If this is true, it 
proves nothing al all, except that there 
were eighty-four inquests. It: is not as- 
serted that any one of these was unne 
cssnry. Presumably they were all necc 
sary. It. is an insult to the coroners 
say they were not. The Times insinuates 
that all of them were not in the public 
interest. Why does it not undertake to 
specify lit. least one that was not'.' It 
cannot do so. It prefers to cast a slur 
upon every coroner in the province, nnd 
indirectly upon the whole medical pro- 
fession, when it insinuates that some of 
the post mortem examinations were un- 
called for. Nor does the number of in- 
quests at all touch the right of Attorney- 
General Martin to attempt to override 
the plain provisions of the statute by sub- 
stituting his discretion for the discretion 
which the law vests in the coroner. If 
(hire was reason to believe tluiV cor- 
oners hold inquests, when they are not 
really needed, it would have been quite 
proper for the attorney-general to call 
the attention of those Officers to the con- 
ditions under which they ought, to net; 
hut he bus no right under the law to take 
the discretion out of their hands and 
assume to exercise it himself. As for 
the ground taken by the Times that so 
many inquests will make people think 
British Columbia a good place to stay 
away from, it is too childish for consid- 
eration. 




THE JAM ICS BAY BKIDCE. 

City Engineer Wilniot has acted wise- 
ly in urging upon the city council the 
imperative necessity of taking action in 
regard to James Hay bridge. He is also 
right, we think, in urging that the recla- 
mation of the tide Hats shall be taken 
into consideration in any plan that may 
lie adopted. The extra cost will be con- 
siderable, hut not sufficient to deter the 
citizens from adopting the suggestion. 
We have to remind citizens that in mat- 
ters of this kind, the city council can 
only reflect public opinion. If the peo- 
ple have any wishes on the subject, now 
is the time to express them. 

We suggest for the consideration of 
the public that a definite plan be decided 
upon, and that a bill ho presented to the 
legislature, specifically authorizing the 
work to be done without n vote of the 
properly holders. This suggestion will 
strike some people as little short of revo- 
lutionary: hut it is not. The idea, of 
submitting everything in tin- way or 
permanent outlay lo a vole of the prop- 
erly holders is a com para lively new 
thing. In many parts of Ca inula, cities 

and towns apply directly lo the legisla- 
ture Cor authority to curry out public 
works. The legislatures regard a pel i 
lion from the city council, especially if 
backed up by a popular petition, as suffi- 
cient warrant for the belief that a pro- 
posed work is for the public benefit, and 
therefore direct it to bo carried out. In 
the case of the improvement of .lames 
Hay, it is proposed to create valuable 
property that will be worth more than it 
will cost, property which can either he 
sold or leased. The general idea seems 
to he that the only proper use to which 
the tide Hats can he put after they are 
filled is that of a pleasure ground; hut 
this must not he taken for granted. As 
a pleasure ground they would greatly 
enhance the value of abutting properties 
for residential purposes, but the business 
area of Victoria, that is, the area front- 
ing on the harbor, is none too large, and 
if file city grows, us we all hope it will, 
there may he found advantages in devot- 
ing the flats to business purposes. Heli- 
con Hill is not so far away that people 
are suffering for a pleasure resort nearer 
the centre of the city. But this is an 
after consideration. The first thing to 
bo determined is whether or not the city 
shall decide forthwith to take steps to

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ALIENS ON CANADIAN Git A FT. 

The Colonist lias already directed at- 
tention to the presence last year of many 
American masters, mates, engineers and 
others on the steamers plying upon the 
waters of the Upper Yukon. Some of 
the steamboats on those waters wer 
owned and operated wholly by citizens 
of the United States. As far as we can 
learn a large number of aliens from Un- 
united States contemplate engaging in 
navigation there next year. Some of 
them will go through the formality of 
taking out certiBcntes in Canada, but 
others will not even do this. V\V claim 
that the right to act as master, mate or 
engineer of steamers in the inland waters 
of Canada should he reserved to British 
subjects. Most of the men. who earned 
money on the Yukon in those capacities 
last year, are not residents of Canada 
Their families live in "Washington oi 
Oregon, and the men send all their wages 
out of this country. This is a matter of 
very considerable importance and will 
next year be more important than ever. 

No one can take out a certificate to en- 
title him to navigate a steamer in the 
inland waters of the United States un- 
less he is a citizen of that country. A 
similar rule ought to lie adopted in Can- 
ada. It is all very well to talk about 
un open door, but it is the biggest kind 
of a mistake to allow ourselves to he 
misled by a phrase. There is a provision 
in the Canadian law now, which is sup- 
posed to protect residents against the 
competition of non-residents, but our in- 
formation is In the effect that it is evad- 
ed. The attention of the department of 
marine is directed to this matter in. the 
hope that before the season of naviga- 
tion again opens steps may he taken to 
safeguard the rights of Canadians in the 
premises. 

A Stockholm despatch announces that 
a bottle has been picked up near the 
Ural Mountains containing a message 
from the balloonist Andree. It is not 
dated and merely says that the balloon 
has crossed the mountains. If this is 
authentic it shows that the balloon kept 
on the easterly course which it: was fol- 
lowing when the message was sent out 
by carrier pigeons two days after the 
voyage was begun, hut with a deflection 
to the south.

CANADA'S POTIATOH. 
Canada in the eonforep.ee figures, in 
almost everything, as the party which 
is to concede. In the case of the At- 
lantic fisheries, the complainant is the 
United States, whose citizens make it 
a grievance that Canada strictly main- 
tains her authority over that part of the 
ocean which international law regards 

as Canadian territory. Whatever is 
conceded lo the United States, except 

for equivalent, concessions elsewhi'.rc. 
will he simply a loss to this country. 
On the Pacific ocean, in regard to the 
sealing industry, the case is the same. 
Canadian vessels have the right, and 
always hail the right, to hunt the seal 
on the high seas, as they have a right 
to capture whales or take fish. This 
right, was declared, even while it -wns 
somewhat limited, by the Paris arbitra- 
tion com mission, which condemned the 
United Slates to pay damages for hav- 
ing interfered with it.

MERCILYNTMAN'S TROUBLES, 

Troubles Between Officers and Men of 
the Bark Wilson Aired in Court. 

By the time that all the troubles that 
occurred on the British bark Walter H. 
Wilson during her recent voyages, which 
ended with her arrival in the Royal 
Roads on Saturday last, are adjusted 
there will be lew officers or men of the 
ship who will not have appeared in the 
provincial police court: to answer to sonic 
charge or counter charge. Yesterday no 
fewer than six cases were recorded aris- 
ing out of the differences between officers 
and men and were before -Magistrate 
Hall. 

In the first, place the Japanese steward 
was charged by W. Veitch, an able sea- 
man, with cutting- and wounding him. 
The evidence was very contradictory but 
in the main went to show that Veitch 
went to the galley where he had no right 
and abused the steward, pushing him 
into the coal bunker. The steward had 
a dish of mashed potatoes in one hand 
and a silver table knife in the other. 
When Veitch emerged from the galley he 
was covered with blood, potatoes, coal 
dust and other refuse generally found 
around a galley about dinner time. 
Hence the charge of cutting and wound- 
ing. The magistrate did not consider the 
evidence direct enough to justify him in 
recording a conviction. 

Then Henry Baxter, Harry Kosch, Gus 
Peterson and T. Hendrickson were 
charged by Capt. Doty with refusing 
duty. They one and all pleaded guilty 
and were sentenced to two weeks' im- 
prisonment, to return to the ship before 
that time however, if she is ready to 
sail. As each was sentenced he remarked 
that he Mould prefer not to go back to 
the ship at all, but the magistrate ad- 
vised them that they would have to 
serve their time for which they signed 
until they could show good cause why 
they should not. 

The next charge was against the mate, 
who is charged with assaulting T. Hen- 
drickson. This will be heard to-day and 
will be followed, it is said, by informa- 
tion against all the seamen charging 
them with refusing duty.

MURDER AT COTTONWOOD. 

Two Chinamen Found ('bopped to Dei 
and a Third Man Hanging 
Prom a Tree. 

Very brief word of a triple killing 
reached Supt. Hussey yesterday after- 
noon from Provincial Constable Ander- 
son at Quesnelle. The telegram from 
Mr. Anderson states that three China- 
men had been killed near Cottonwood, 
in Cariboo district, and that six other 
Chinamen are now under arrest on sus- 
picion of being connected with the crime.

Kootenay Ore Going; to England 
for Smelting-Ciinton Soda 
Promises Well.

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NEW AVENUES OF TRADE. 

Sir— As one who has visited most of the 
mining camps In tile Interior of British 
Columbia and who has seen n totally un- 
inhabited portion of the country within six 
mouths spring up Into a thriving city of 
15,00(1 inhabitants, the trade of which has 
been of exceeding great benefit to the old- 
er cities near which It has sprung up, al- 
low me to point out to the citizens of Vic- 
toria the very great advantage which the 
trade of Texada Island, notably the town 
Van Anda, Is destined to prove to the mer- 
chants of Victoria. The Importance of the 
mining development of tills Island has been 
sadly overlooked by our citizens. To the 
thirty gentlemen who toed; advantage of the 
excursion to Van Anda on Saturday night, 
the activity at that mining camp was a rev- 
elation. Two tine commodious hotels, sev- 
eral private houses, a large number of min- 
ers occupying cabins anil other qunrters, 
together with the numerous properties now 
being developed made such a settlement as 
few of us expected to see. It is a fact that 
there Is more ore on Texada Island ready 
for shipment to-dav than there was In ltoss- 
land In 1803. The mines are developed to 
a greater depth, some of them being down 
three and four hundred feet. 

The trade of this most promising mining 
camp Is all going to Vancouver. At the pre- 
sent time there Is absolutely no connection 
between Victoria and Van Anda and the 
Irony of It all Is that a large majority of 
the ' shareholders are Victorians. The 
steamer Catch makes three ! a week 
from Vancouver to Texada nnd can scarce- 
ly handle the freight nnd passengers. The 
general storekeeper at Van Anda turns over 
,«10() per dav, and when It Is considered In 
conjunction with this that there nre eight 
properties there with steam plant and em- 
ploying a considerable number of men, 
(the Van Anda alone employing 40), some 
Idea ean be gathered of the Importance of 
tills trade to Vancouver. Of course Vancou- 
ver lin* nil advantage geographically, m ,t If 
every business EMU! wl "J WCUt Into busi- 
ness refrained from launching out Into com- 
petition with those already engaged In 
the name line of business because they pos- 
sessed advantages over him there would be 
an end to all new enterprises. It Is for the 
merchants of Victoria to devise for their 
own benefit on purely business Hues some 
method bv which a flrst-clnss direct steam- 
boat connection can be had once or twice n 
week with Van Anda. It. may mean some 
ontlnv at the commencement, lint It will be 
no outlnv that It will Well repay them to 
make. Tho nierchnnts'of Vancouver lose no 
opportunity of consulting together for tne 
purpose of organizing mi any project Hint 
will help to increase their business, and In 
this case the merchants of Victoria may 
well follow suit. It seems to ine that the 
merchants of Victoria and the citizens gen- 
erally have not realized the enormous im- 
portance of the mining industry to tne 
prosperity of a city. To develope the na- 
tural mineral resources In any district re- 
quires an enormous amount of capital and 
n considerable population, and to any cltv 
that is the base of supplies, and In which 
the financial centre lies this trade Is of the 
utmost importance. .

TO SMELT IN ENGLAND.— Arthur 
It. Browne, of London, representing the 
Smelting Corporation, Limited, which 
operates works on the Manchester ship 
canal in England, has been buying ores 
in the Kootenays, and concerning his 
operations he says: "The report is true 
that the smelting corporation 1 represent 
is buying ore in Kootenay camps. I have 
purchased 220 tons of concentrates from 
the Highlander mill at Ainsworth, and 
shall ship the snine to Vancouver, from 
thence round the Horn to England. The 
value of these concentrates will average 
C8 per cent, lend and 152 ounces silver. 
This will he, I believe, the first shipment 
made from the Kootenay of silver-lead 
concentrates to an English smelter. We 
can save for the mine owner about ?3 
per ton, over America n smelter charges, 
and we pay spot cash for our ore, which 
is also a consideration. You sec, we 
have no large duty to pay, and besides, 
by our own process for extracting the 
silver from the zinc, we make another 
saving, whereas American smelters are 
forced to charge higher for ores contain- 
ing a percentage of zinc; In other words, 
the galena ores going to the States have 
to pay ii higher penalty on the zinc," 

CLINTON SODA.— Two hundred nnd 
fifty toils of the soda desposit have been 
mined at the hikes near Clinton by 
George Powell and men, and are ar- 
rangements are being made for its prop- 
er preparation for putting on the mar- 
ket. As a washing compound, says the 
Ashcroft Journal, it will he a decided 
success if pushed, and it is in the right 
hands with plenty of capital behind it 
to push it rapidly and steadily along.

A By-Law respecting the {Qualification of 
KlectorH nt Municipal JSlectlons Tor the 
City <>r Victoria. 

Whereas by BUb sectlon (4) of section tl of 
the "Municipal Elections Act," it Is en- 
acted that, the Council of nuy Municipality 
uiny, by by-law, provide that electors oth- 
erwise qualified shall be entitled to vote, 
notwithstanding the non-payment or taxes, 
rates and assessments due or payable by 
such electors to the Municipality.

THE FUTURE OF CUBA. 

(I nests at American Commissioner's Din- 
ner Accept Annexation as Her 
Destiny. 

Santiago, Dee. 5.— Mr. Robert E. Por- 
ter, the special commissioner of the 
United States to Cuba nnd Porto Itico, 
has returned here from his inspection of 
the mines. He gave 11 farewell luncheon 
ul the Venus cafe yesterday, at which 
twenty-live guests were present. Al- 
though none of the speakers declared 
absolutely in favor of annexation, it 
was unquestionably apparent t.biit twen- 
ty-one of the twenty-five guests were 
in favor of the Island being annexed to 
the United Slates, General Garcia 
thanked tlie United States for all that 
had been done for Cuba since April, 
and said he believed (Julia would always 
show- herself grateful. Captain Min- 
dosa, responding on behalf of the San- 
tiago association, declared that Oubu, 
free or annexed, would never forget tlie 
duty she owed to the United States. 
Air. Robert Mason, the British consul, 
spoke in favor of the continuance of the 
government of the island by the Amer- 
icans. 

Mr. Porter was diplomatic in his ut- 
terances nnd refused to be drawn into 
any direct statement on the subject 
under discussion, but tlie enthusiasm 
with which every indirect allusion to 
or the mention of the word "annexation" 
was greeted plainly showed the senti- 
ment of the party, which practically re- 
presented the feeling of a majority of the 
Cubans in regard to tlie question. 

The names of President McKinley ami 
Queen Victoria wcre 'enthusiastically re- 
ceived, and every allusion to the good 
feeling existing between the two coun- 
tries evoked much applause. 



WOMEN DIPLOMATS. 

A Bold Departure in Russia's Eastern 
Policy. 

London Mull. 

If imitation be the slncerest form of 
flattery n decision of the Itussian min- 
ister of public instruction which has just 
been promulgated, should be regarded as 
peculiarly gratifying to Englishmen, ul- 
though. the object in view is calculted to 
furnish them with serious food for re- 
flection. 

Tlie unsatisfactory results obtained in 
India through the various women's mis- 
sions established there of late years have 
been studied with great interest by the 
Russian government for some time past 
writes a correspondent from St Peters- 
burg. 

The excellent means that such a sys- 
tem would present for the "Russifica- 
tion " of Oriental races was fully recog- 
nized, and several years ago, as a ten- 
tative measure, special facilities for the 
study of several Oriental languages were 
accorded to a carefully selected group of 
lady students at St. Petersburg. 

The. results appear so satisfactory 
to the Russian government that arrange- 
ments have now been inude by the min- 
ister of public instruction for the immedi- 
ate opening of special classes, reserved 
exclusively for women, at St. Peters? 
burg and nt Moscow, jfl which, besides 
receiving instruction in one or more Ori- 
ental languages, the students are requir- 
ed to follow a carefully prepared course 
of study that will enable them to profit 
by tlie peculiar facilities they— as Indies 
—will enjoy of personal intercourse with 
the families of Oriental personages. 

A skilled "lady diplomatist," it is rec- 
ognized, is often far more valuable than 
one of the sterner sex. 

In the ordinary course of diplomacy in 
the east diplomatic agents are brought 
into conflict, with men alone. A lad\ 
on the contrary, could not only exert he 
influence in the highest quarters through 
the families into which no man could 
penetrate, but often employ it also with 
no less success directly upon Oriental 
statesmen themselves, 

This, indeed, is no new feature in Rus- 
sian diplomacy, The Immense influence 
upon European politics exercised by 
least three Russian ladles, in whose 
Ions in Paris some of the most Important 
political events of the century were or- 
ganized is :i matter of history. 

Their influence was not lessened by the 
fact that they were carefully represent- 
ed as being by no means favorably re- 
garded :it the Russian court. 

This, however, is the first time in 
which n regular attempt has been made 
to give Indies a special training for the 
secret service of the corps diplomatique. 

With certain exceptions the students 
must all have passed through a regular 
course of thorough instruction In medi- 
cine, and it is significant that, except 
Chinese, the Oriental languages taugb In 
these ( lasses are not those spoken to any 
extent in any part of the Russian em- 
pire, as at present constituted, but are 
almost exclusively those of races dwell- 
ing beyond the present Russian fron- 
tiers, and especially in Persia., Afghan- 
istan and India, 



EARLY MARINE ENGINEERING, 

Time Was "When to Blow Steam Was 
Regarded as an Insult. 

From Cassler's Magazine. 

In 1830 gongs for the engine room wore 
unknown, and in many of the boats, 
when the pilot was in his house (if there 
was one) or on the deck over the engine 
room, he would sign.nl to the engineer 
by the strokes of a stick or cane upon 
tli*- lloor of the house or deck. All bouts 
of course curried bells, and by them 
all notices of departure and of arriving 
were made known, and all salutes be- 
tween boats were given by their bells. 
To blow steam, as is now done by n 
whistle, was intended to be a challenge 
or nn insult. 

In July, l.N:i7. the first steam launch, 
the Sweetheart, .'15 feet in length, 4 feet 
.'! inches of beam, and >i feet depth, en- 
gine 4x12 inches, wheels '.I feet (i inches 
in diameter, and boiler horizontal fire- 
tubular, designed and constructed at the 
United States navy yard, New York, by 
the writer, then chief engineer of the 
navy, was completed, and on her trial 
and succeeding trips around the eity of 
New York was saluted with the bells 
of passing steamboats and cheered by 
people who rushed to the ends of the 
piers to witness the novel sight. She 
Uttaincd a speed of 8.5 miles per hour. 
The engine was subsequently trans- 
ferred to the United States naval school 
at Annapolis. 

Fuel, up to the year 1830, was wholly 
pine wood, though up to that time some 
owners of steamboats commenced exper- 
imenting upon the practicability of us- 
ing anthracite coul. A steamboat on her 
route of six or more hours could not 
have the capacity in her fire room to 
contain all the wood required, and was 
compelled to pile it upon her side houses; 
mid such bonis as were on it long route, 
ns from New York to Providence, wore 
compelled to invade their upper deck 
with wood, and upon leaving the city had 
somewhat the semblance of a floating 
woody a rd. 

In 1839 anthracite coal was Introduced 
in the furnaces of the steamboat North 
America, plying on the Hudson river be- 
tween New York and Albany, and, to 
aid its combustion when a high pressure 
of steam was required, a rnn-ldower, 
driven by a belt from a wheel shaft, 
was first resorted to, but soon afterward 
a small independent engine wns used, 
connected by a belt to the blower. An- 
thracite coal was soon afterward first 
burned without auxiliary draught in the 
open furnace of a steam boiler. 



CORBETT'S BRAVE TALK. 

Willing to Give Another Exhibition, but 
Would Prefer to Meet Sharkey 
in Private.

CHINESE AND JAPANESE. 

Ottawa Government Likely to Disallow 

the Local Bill Restricting Their 
»' Field of Labor. 

The following dispactli supplements 
that received by the Colonist by wire 
of the same date: 

Ottawa, Nor. 27.— A formal protest 
has been received by the government, 
through the Imperial authorities, against 
the Act passed by the British Columbia 
1 Hslature in the early part of the year 
prohibltinB 'te"*v .Cr«.Ul wyrkinc in 
mines or on public works, or, In fuet, n 
connection with any uiulottalvin^ whelh- 
iit public or priVftte-, ourri'M »>u by the 
authority of nn Act, pAKsiMl by the legis- 
laturi" of BritrSU Columbia. A similar 
Act wan passed by the Provincial Legis- 
lature last year, hut was reserved by 
tbo Lieutenant-Governor for advice from 
Ottawa. The Dominion Government, 
on Sir Oilver Mowat's recommendation, 
declined to tender any advice, where- 
upon the legislature of British Columbia 
Ibis year re-enacted the measure and it 
became law. 

Now the Japanese government steps 
in. and, in firm, hut respectful language, 
protests against an net which it claims 
lo be contrary to the comity of nations, 
and with a knowledge of the Canadian 
constitution which is not a little sur- 
prising, asks for a disallowance <>f the 
obnoxious statute. The protest has had 
lo make an extensive trip from Tolcio, 
but finally reached its destination. By 
the Japanese ambassador in London ii 
was communicated to the Foreign Office, 
thence to the Colonial "Ollice, and now 
to Ottawa. Here it. will have to be 
dealt with by the Minister of Justice, 
as it is upon his report that the Goveru- 
or-in-Oouncil . decides to veto provincial 
legislation or permit it to stand. 
' 9n this particular ease the government 
has until next spring to decide what 
policy it shall pursue. The general be- 
lief ia that the Dominion government 
will disallow the bill, chiefly for im- 
perial reasons.

The in form at ion which the Colonist 
published on Sunday and yesterday with 
regard to the registration of " house- 
holder " voters for the approaching mil 
llieipal elections appears to have set men 
thinking. Some are found who look 
upon the law as quite broad enough to 
give to domestic servants, wives, sons 
and daughters— ns outlined yesterday 
the majority appear of the opinion, how 
ever, that so far as the members of 
families are concerned at all events, tiii 
was not contemplated in the framing of 
the law. 

Mayor Rodfern does not think the 
list, ns presented to him, will be subject 
to many— -If any — alterations in revision. 
The definition of householder is to him 
unduly clastic, but there it is, and if 
one's conscience permits the making of 
the required declaration under it, the 
vote has to ho recorded. Personally he 
does not think that anyone intended, 
when the act was drawn, that wives of 
householders should vote as well ns 
their husbands on the hitlers' qualifica- 
tions, if the rental paid equalled twice 
the minimum— $5 per month. For both 
husband and wife to vote would certain- 
ly appear to he dual use of the vote. 

The proper course for those who be- 
lieve the householder qualification to 
have been improperly strained would 
seem to he to submit a case stated— if 
that can be done — to one of the judges 
of the Supreme court, so that the legill 
value of the definition may be deter- 
mined. Ia order that all Victorians who 
tire concerned may know just who arc 
the people who have this year been en- 
rolled among the 703, the list for the 
entire city is given below,

Sir:— 1 have 
tin? honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 12th hist, respecting 
certain timber limits you desire to ac- 
quire in Kootenay district. 

In consequence of the decision of the 
government not to sell or dispose of any 
lands or timber, notice of which was 
published in tlie Britisli Columbia Ga- 
zette, I regret to say I am unable to 
favorably consider your application.

Tlie foregoing is Mr. Semlin's reply to 
an enquiry as to what the special con- 
ditions were under which timber licenses 
would linyg to be granted as hiuted nt 
in a recent Gazette notice. Mr. Semlin 
does not stop to enquire what effect this 
refusal will have, whether the Kootenay 
Luke Saw Mill will lie forced to close 
down or to get a supply of logs outside 
the province. As chief commissioner 
he has a discretionary power to refuse 
any application for land or timber, but 
ho does not. propone to exercise this, he 
simply announces that the laud laws and 
timber laws of the province are sus- 
pended. Some trouble would have been 
saved if the notice in the Gazette had 
plainly stated this and nothing about 
"special conditions." 

Mr. Semlin is n Rip Van Winkle just 
awakened from a sleep which has lasted 
since the Hon. Robert Bouveu went out. 
of ollice. When enquiries were made 
during the election campaign, as to who, 
in (went of the success of the then oppo- 
sition party would become premier of 
the province, the people were told that 
the lieutenant-governor would decide 
Unit. To the astonishment of government 
and opposition alike that functionary se- 
lected Mr. Heaven, and when that gen- 
tleman declined the task lie sent for Mr. 
Semlin, whoso status in public life is 
described by the statement tlmt ho had 
been, while that gentleman remained in 
Hie legislature, Air. Beaven's trusted 
and faithful lieutenant. Both of them 
lire men wiio would like to carry tlie 
province back to what it was when Mr.
